ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION 


OF  THE 


ENGLISH  AND  CANADIAN  MINING  COMPANY 

(LIMITED). 


By  an  Act  of  the  Canadian  Legislature  passed  in  the 
year  1855,  the  Quebec  and  Saint  Francis  Mining-  and 
Exploring  Company,  hereinafter  called  "  The  Canadian 
Company,"  were  incorporated,  and  they  are  the  owners 
of  lands  and  mines  and  mining  rights  and  privileges  in 
Canada  East. 

The  promoters  of  this  Company  have  agreed  with 
the  Canadian  Company  to  take  all  their  lands  and 
mines  and  mining  and  other  rights,  plant,  and  property, 
with  a  good  title  and  free  from  incumbrances,  upon  the 
following  terms  : — The  original  capital  of  this  Com- 
pany is  to  be  £  40,000  sterling.  The  shares  in  one-half 
of  this  capital  are  to  be  issued  to  the  shareholders  of 
the  Canadian  Company  as  fully  paid  up  shares.  Out 
of  the  money  raised  by  the  shares  in  the  other  half  of 
the  capital,  £4,000  is  to  be  paid  to  the  directors 
of  the  Canadian  Company;  the  remaining  £16,000  is 
to  be  the  working  capital  of  this  Company.  The 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  arrangement  are  expressed 
in  articles  of  agreement  dated  the  8th  day  of  April, 
1858,  between  the  Canadian  Company  of  the  first  part, 
and  Alexander  Morrison,  Esquire,  and  others,  of  the 
second  part. 
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Upon  the  above  general  principle,  these  Articles  of

Company. 


Business. 

Akt.  X  \g  business  of  the  Company  shall  be  carried 
on  by  or  under  the  management  of  the  directors  exclu- 
sively, mtli  the  aid  of  a  local  Committee  in  Canada, 
but  subject  to  the  control  of  general  meetings  in  ac- 
cordance with  these  presents.  ■^ 

2.  No  person,  except  the  directors  and  persons 
thereunto  expressly  authorised  by  the  resolution  of  a 
general  meeting  or  of  a  board,  and  respectively  acting 
within  the  limit  s  of  the  authority  conferred  on  them  by

21.  The  Company  shall  not  borrow  on  mortgage. 

22.  The  Company,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  a  general  meeting,  may  borrow  on  bond  or 
debenture  any  sums  they  think  fit. 

23.  The  Company,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  autho- 
rity of  the  board,  may  re-borrow  on  bond  or  debenture, 
or  on  either  of  such  securities,  any  sums  theretofore 
borrowed  on  such  securities,  or  either  of  them. 

24.  All  monies  borrowed  shall  be  dealt  with  as 
capital  money,  and  not  as  revenue. 

25.  The  bonds  and  debentures  to  be  granted  by  the 
Company,  may  be  at  such  rate  of  interest,  and  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  Company  determine,  or 
failing  such  determination,  as  the  directors  think  fit.

26.  The  amount  of  all  calls  on  shares,  and  all  monies 
borrowed,  and  all  fines  for  leases,  and  all  monies  raised 
by  sales  of  landed  property  shall  be  deemed  capital 
money.

27.  Ex'^^ept,  as  is  otlierwise  provided  by  these  pre- 
sents, the  fjapital  money  shall  be  applied  by  the  direc- 
tors as  they  think  proper  in  paying  to  the  directors  of 
the  Canadian  Company  the  sum  of  £4,000  sterling, 
and  defraying  such  of  the  expenses  attending  the  for- 
mation and  registration  of  the  Company,  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  these  presents,  and  the  obtaining  of  the 
transfer  from  the  Canadian  Company,  and  the  obtain-

35.  All  capital  money  and  all  monies  carried  to  the 
Reserved  Fund  and  the  Depreciation  Fund  respectively, 
and  all  other  monies  of  the  Company  not  immediately 
applicable  for  any  payment  to  be  made  by  the  Company, 
shall  be  invested  by  the  directors  on  such  securities, 
real  or  personal,  or  on  such  mere  personal  security  as 
the  board  from  time  to  time  think  proper. 

36.  But  no  part  of  the  monies  of  the  Company  shall 
at  any  time  be  advanced  to  any  director,  or  to  an}^ 
person  who  within  one  year  before  the  time  of  the 
advance  was  a  director,  or  to  any  partner,  clerk,  or 
servant  of  any  director,  or  of  any  such  late  director. 
Nevertheless,  an  advance  to  any  Joint  Stock  Bank,  or 
Joint  Stock  Company,  of  which  any  director  or  any 
such  late  director  may  be  a  shareholder,  shall  not  be 
deemed  an  advance  to  himself  and  his  respective  part- 
ners.

42.  But,  until  the  Company  otherwise  appoinc,  the  day 
for  the  ordinary  meeting  shall  be  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January,  or  within  one  month  after  that  day. 

43.  An  extraordinary  meeting  may,  at  any  time,  be 
called  by  the  directors  of  their  OAvn  accord. 

44.  An  extraordinary  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the 
directors  whenever  a  requisition  of  any  number  of 
shareholders,  holding  in  the  aggregate  not  less  than 
one-fifth  of  the  shares,  and  stating  fully  the  object  of  the 
meeting,  and  signed  by  the  requisition  ists,  is  delivered 
to  the  Secretary,  or  left  at  the  office  for  the  directors.

46.  Every  general  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  con- 
venient place  in  London,  as  the  directors,  or  the  requi- 
sitionists calling  the  meeting,  appoint.         .        ,     ;. 

47.  Three  shareholders  shall  be  a  quorum  for  a 
general  meeting,  for  the  choice  of  a  chairman  for  the 
meeting,  and  the  declaration  of  a  dividend. 

48.  Except  for  the  choice  of  a  chairman  for  the 
meeting,  or  the  declaration  of  a  dividend,  the  quorum 
for  any  general  meeting,  when  the  number  of  the  share- 
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liolders  resident  in  tlie  United  Kingdom  is  less  than  100, 
shall  be  five  shareholders,  and  when  the  number  of  the 
shareholders  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  100  or 
npwards,  shall  be  twelve  shareholders. 

49.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  general 
meeting  unless  the  quorum  for  the  business  be  present 
at  the  commencement  and  close  of  the  business. 

50.  If,  within  one  hour  after  the  time  appointed  for 
the  holding  of  a  general  meeting,  the  quorum  be  not 
present,  the  meeting,  if  convened  on  the  requisition  of 
shareholders,  shall  be  dissolved,  and  in  any  other  case 
shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  following  day,  at  the  same 
place,  and  to  meet  at  the  same  time  as  was  appointed 
for  the  holding  of  the  original  meeting. 

51.  If,  at  any  adjourned  general  meeting,  the  quorum 
be  not  present  within  one  hour  after  the  time  for  holding 
the  meeting,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  sine  die. 

52.  The  chairman,  with  the  consciit  of  the  meeting, 
may  adjourn  any  general  meeting,  from  time  ^o  time, 
and  from  place  to  place. 

53.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  adjourned 
general  meeting  other  than  the  business  left  unfinished 
at  the  general  meeting  from  which  the  adjournment 
took  place.  • 

54.  The  directors  calling  any  general  meeting,  and 
the  shareholders  calling  any  (extraordinary  meeting, 
shall  respectively  give  at  leas^j  seven  days,  and  not 
more  than  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  meeting. 

55.  Where,  by  these  presents,  notice  of  any  business 
to  be  transacted  at  a  general  meeting  is  to  be  given, 
the  notice  shall  fully  particularize  the  business. 
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56.  When  any  general  meeting  is  adjourned  for  more 
than  seven  days,  the  directors  shall  give  at  least  four 
days'  notice  of  the  adjourned  meeting. 

57.  A  notice,  calling  a  general  meeting,  shall  be  ex- 
clusive of  the  day  of  giving  the  notice  and  the  day  of 
meeting  respectively. 

58.  Notices  calling  general  meetings  shall  be  given 
by  circulars  to  the  shareholders  resident  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  expressing  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  But 
the  directors  calling  a  general  meeting,  may  also  if  they 
think  fit  give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  advertisement. 

59.  Any  such  circular  may  be  sent  by  post,  as  a 
letter,  addressed  to  the  shareholder,  according  to  his 
address  in  the  register  of  shareholders,  and  if  so  sent 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  to  him  on  the  day  on 
which  in  the  regular  course  of  the  post  office  it  would 
be  delivered  at  his  add^^ess. 


PowBES  OF  General  Meetings. 

60.  Any  general  meeting,  when  notice  in  that  behalf 
is  given,  may  remove  any  director  or  auditor  for  mis- 
conduct, negligence,  incapacity,  or  other  cause  deemed 
by  the  meeting  sufficient,  and  may  supply  any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  director  or  auditor,  and  may  fix  the 
remuneration  of  the  directors  and  auditors  respectively, 
and  may  vary  the  number  of  directors,  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  these  presents,  may  generally  decide 
on  any  affairs  of  or  relating  to  the  Company. 

61.  Any  ordinary  meeting,  without  any  notice  in 
that  behalf,  may  elect  directors  and  auditors,  and  may 
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receive,  and  either  wholly  or  partially  reject  or  adopt 
and  confirm  the  accounts,  balance  sheets,  and  reports 
of  the  directors  and  auditors  respectively,  and  may 
decide  on  any  recommendation  of  the  directors  of  or 
relating  to  any  dividend,  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  these  presents,  may  generally  discuss  any  affairs  of 
or  relating  to  the  Company. 

62.  When  a  general  meeting,  by  special  resolution, 
has  determined  on  an  increase  of  the  capital,  the  meet- 
ing, or  any  other  general  meeting  may,  by  special 
resolution,  determine  on  the  extent  to  which  the  in- 
crease shall  be  effected  by  the  issue  of  new  shares,  and 
the  conditions  on  which  the  capital  shall  be  so  in- 
creased, and  the  time,  mode,  and  terms  at,  in,  and  on 
which  the  new  shares  shall  be  issued,  and  how  the  pre- 
mium (if  any)  on  the  new  shares  shall  be  applied. 

63.  A  general  meeting,  determining  on  the  condi- 
tions on  which  any  new  shares  shall  be  issued,  may, 
by  special  resolution,  determine  that  the  new  shares 
shall  be  issued  as  one  class  or  as  several  classes,  and 
may  attach  to  the  new  shares,  or  to  the  new  shares  of 
all  or  any  of  the  classes,  any  special  privileges  with 
reference  to  preferential,  guaranteed,  fixed,  fluctuating, 
redeemable,  or  other  dividend  or  interest  or  otherwise, 
or  any  special  conditions  or  restrictions. 

64.  If  after  a  general  meeting  has,  by  special  reso- 
lution, determined  on  the  issue  of  new  shares,  all  the 
new  shares  are  not  issued  accordingly,  a  general  meet- 
ing by  special  resolution  may  determine  that  the  un- 
issued new  shares  shall  not  be  issued,  but  shall  be 
cancelled,  or  may  determine  on  any  alteration  of  the 
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condition  .s  on  which  the  unissued  new  shares  shall  be 
issued,  or  of  the  special  privileges  or  restrictions 
attached  to  the  unissued  new  shares. 

65.  Provided  that  no  special  resolution  for  the  in- 
crease of  the  capital,  nor  any  special  resolution  affect- 
ing any  new  shares  shall  be  passed  without  the  previous 
recommendation  of  the  directors.  -    - 

66.  When  a  general  meeting  has  by  special  resolu- 
tion determined  on  borrowing  any  money,  the  meeting 
or  any  other  general  meeting  may,  by  special  resolu- 
tion determine  on  the  time,  mode,  terms,  and  rate  of 
interest  at,  in,  and  on  which  it  shall  be  borrowed  ;  but 
no  money  shall  be  borrowed  without  the  previous  re- 
commendation of  the  directors. 

67.  The  Company  may,  in  general  meeting,  from 
time  to  time,  by  special  resolution,  alter  and  make  new 
provisions  in  lieu  of  or  in  addition  to  any  regulpx,tions 
of  the  Company,  whether  contained  in  these  Articles  of 
Association  or  not. 

68.  The  authority  of  a  general  meeting,  from  time 
to  time,  by  special  resolution,  to  alter  and  make  new 
pT'o visions  in  lieu  of  or  in  addition  to  any  of  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Company,  shall  extend  to  authorize  every 
alteration  whatsoever  of  these  presents,  except  only  the 
regulations  of  the  Company,  which  provide  for  the  pro- 
portionate equality  of  the  liabilities  of  the  shareholders 
and  of  their  interest  in  the  profits  of  the  Company, 
which  shall  accordingly  be  deemed  the  only  funda- 
mental and  unalterable  regulations  of  the  Company ; 
but  the  Company  shall  be  bound  by  all  their  special 
resolutions,  under  which  any  sliarcs  were  issued  with 
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special  privileges,  and  all  new  regulations  of  the  Com- 
pany shall  have  effect  accordingly. 
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Procedure  at  Gkneral  Meetings. 

69.  At  every  general  meeting,  the  chairman  of  the 
directors,  or  dm-ing  his  absence  a  director  elected  by 
the  shareholders  present,  or  during  the  absence  of  all 
the  directors,  a  shareholder  present,  elected  by  the 
shareholders  present,  shall  take  the  chair. 

70.  At  every  general  meeting,  the  director  (if  any) 
in  the  chair,  although  retiring  from  office  at  that  meet- 
ing, shall  remain  in  office  until  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
when,  although  the  meeting  be  adjourned,  he  shall  retire 
from  office. 

71.  The  first  business  at  every  general  meeting  after 
the  chair  thereat  is  taken,  shall  be  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  then  last  general  meeting,  and,  if  the 
minutes  do  not  appear  to  the  meeting  to  have  been 
signed  according  to  the  statute,  shall,  on  being  found  or 
made  correct,  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting 
at  which  they  are  read. 

72.  Except  where  otherwise  provided  by  these  pre- 
sents, every  question  to  be  decided  by  any  general 
meeting,  unless  resolved  on  without  a  dissentient,  shall, 
be  decided  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  shareholders 
personally  present  thereat,  and,  unless  when  a  ballot  is 
required,  shall  be  so  decided  by  a  show  of  hands. 

73.  Every  special  resolution,  and  every  question  re- 
quired by  tlicsc  presents  to  be  decided  by  any  other 
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than  a  simple  majority  of  the  shareholders  personally 
present  at  a  general  meeting,  shall  be  decided  by  ballot. 

74.  On  every  question  to  be  decided  by  a  simple 
majority  of  the  shareholders  personally  present  at  any 
meeting,  every  shareholder  personally  present  thereat 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

75.  At  any  general  meeting,  unless  a  ballot  on  any 
resolution  thereof  be  immediately,  on  the  declaration  by 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting  of  the  result  of  the  show  of 
hands  thereon  demanded  by  at  least  two  shareholders, 
and  also  before  the  close  or  adjournment  of  the  meeting 
by  a  written  requisition,  signed  by  at  least  five  share- 
holders, holding  together  shares  to  the  aggregate 
nominal  amount  of  £  1,000,  and  delivered  to  the  chair- 
man, or  to  the  secretary,  a  declaration  by  the  chairman 
that  a  resolution  is  carried,  and  an  entry  to  that  effect 
in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  shall 
be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact  so  declared,  without 
proof  of  the  number  or  proportion  of  the  votes  given  for 
or  against  the  resolution. 

76.  If  a  ballot  be  duly  demanded,  it  shall  be  taken  in 
such  manner,  at  such  place,  and  immediately,  or  at  such 
time  within  seven  days  thereafter,  as  the  chairman  of  the 
meeting  directs,  and  the  result  of  the  ballot  shall  be 
deemed  the  resolution  of  the  general  meeting  at  which 
the  ballot  was  demanded. 
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Voting  at  General  Meetings. 

-    77.  On  every  question  to  be  decided  by  ballot,  every 
Hharcholder  present  thereat  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  and 
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entitled  to  vote  thereat,  shall  have  one  vote  for  every 
share  held  by  him  up  to  ten,  and  one  vote  in  addition 
for  every  five  shares  above  ten  up  to  one  hundred,  and 
one  vote  in  addition  for  every  ten  shares  above  one 
hundred. 

78.  If  more  persons  than  one  are  jointly  entitled  to  a 
share,  the  person  whose  name  stands  first  in  the 
registe.  of  shareholders  as  one  of  the  holders  of  the 
share,  and  no  other,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  respect 
thereof. 

79.  Whenever  any  parent,  guardian,  committee, 
husband,  executor,  or  administrator,  respectively,  of 
any  infant,  lunatic,  idiot,  female,  or  deceased  share- 
holder, desires  to  vote  in  respect  of  the  share  of  such 
infant,  lunatic,  idiot,  female,  or  deceased  shareholder, 
he  may  become  a  shareholder  in  respect  of  the  share,  as 
provided  by  these  presents,  and  may  vote  accordingly. 

80.  A  shareholder  personally  present  at  any  general 
meeting  may  decline  to  vote  on  any  question  thereat, 
but  shall  not  by  so  declining  be  considered  absent  fi:'om 
the  meeting. 

81.  A  shareholder  shall  not  vote  in  person,  or  by,  or 
as  a  proxy  at  any  general  meeting,  or  ballot  on  any 
question  in  which  he  has  any  interest  other  than  his 
interest  in  common  with  the  other  shareholders. 

82.  Whenever  any  question  arises  as  to  a  share- 
holder being  disqualified  by  interest  from  voting  on 
any  question,  it  may,  on  the  request  of  any  two  share- 
holders, be  referred  to,  and  be  decided  by,  the  general 
meeting  at  which  the  question  arises,  or  the  then  next 
general  meeting. 
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83.  A  shareholder  may  from  time  to  time  appoint 
any  other  shareholder  as  his  proxy  in  voting  at  any 
ballot. 

84.  Every  instrument  of  proxy  shall  be  in  writing, 
according  to  the  following  form,  and  be  signed  by  the 
shareholder  appointing  the  proxy,  and  shall  be  deposited 
at  the  ofl&ce  at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  day  for 
holding  the  general  meeting  whereat  it  is  to  be  acted 
on,  and  shall  be  kept  with  the  records  of  the  Company, 
but  shall  be  produced  on  every  reasonable  request,  and 
at  the  expense  (if  any)  of  the  shareholder,  or  of  his 
proxy.  :■>       - 

85.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  the  instrument 
of  proxy : —

produced  on  every  reasonable  request,  and  at  the 
expense  (if  any)  of  the  shareholder  or  of  his  proxy. 

87.  The  person  in  the  chair  at  a  general  meeting 


shall  in  every  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  on  a  ballot,  or 
otherwise,  have  an  additional  or  casting  vote.

88.  Every  entry  in  the  minute  books  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  general  meetings,  purporting  to  be  entered  and 
signed,  according  to  the  statute  or  these  presents,  shall, 
in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  be  deemed  to 
be  a  correct  record,  and  an  original  proceeding  of  the 
Company  accordingly,  and  in  every  case  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  wholly  on  the  person  making  any  objection 
to  the  entry.

91.  At  the  ordinary  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  year 
1859,  and  at  the  ordinary  meeting  in  every  subsequent 
year,  two  of  the  directors  shall  retire  from  office,  and 
the  meeting  shall  elect  to  supply  their  places,  an  equal 
number  of  qualified  shareholders. 

92.  The  rotation  for  the  retirement  of  the  first  and 
present   directors,   shall  be  determined  among  them- 
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selves,  at  a  board  held  in  the  present  year,  1858,  by 
agreement,  or  failing  agreement,  by  lot. 

93.  Every  rot' ring  dii'ector,  if  qualified,  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election.

purpose,  and  be  signed  by  the  chairman  thereat,  or  in 
case  of  his  default  or  incapacity,  by  any  two  directors 
present  thereat,  and  be  reported  to  the  next  general 
meeting.  .  . 

'  109.  Every  such  minute,  when  so  recorded  and 
signed,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  proof  of  error  therein, 
be  considered  original  proceedings. 

110.  Every  board  may  adjourn  at  pleasure  for  such

111.  The  directors  may  appoint  and  remove  such 
committees  of  their  own  number  as  they  think  fit,  and 
may  determine  and  regulate  their  quorum  duties  and 
procedure. 


Local  Committee. 

112.  The  directors  may  appoint  and  remove  a  local 
committee  of  shareholders,  resident  in  Canada,  for  con- 
ducting all  or  any  of  the  business  of  the  Company 
there,  and  may  delegate  to  the  local  committee  such  of 
the  authorities  of  the  board  as  the  directors  think 
requisite  for  the  conduct  of  such  local  business,  and 
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may  determino  jmcl   regulate  their  number,   quorum, 
duties,  and  procedure.

V.  The  instituting,  conducting,  defending,  com- 
promising, and  abandoning  of  legal  proceedings 
by  and  against  the  Company  and  the  officers, 
and  otherwise  concerning  the  affairs  of  the 
Company. 

The  purchasing,  hiring,  or  building,  as  and 
when  thought  most  advantageous,  of  offices  for 
transacting  the  business  of  the  Company,  and 
the  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of  tho  same.

The  directors  shaU,  in  addition  to  those  powers 
and  duties,  exercise  and  perform  all  such  other  powers 
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and  duties  as,  by  the  statute  and  these  presents  re- 
spectively, are  directly  or  by  implication  conferred  and 
imposed  on  directors. 

120.  The  persons  from  time  to  time  acting  in  good 
faith  as  directors,  shall  have  the  powers  of  directors, 
notwithstanding  any  defect  in  their  appointment  or 
qualification. 

121.  Every  account  of  the  directors,  when  audited 
and  approved  by  a  general  meeting,  shall  be  conclusive, 
except  ab  regards  any  error  discovered  therein  within 
two  months  next  after  such  approval  thereof. 

122.  Wlienever  any  such  error  is  discovered  within 
that  period,  the  account  shall  be  forthwith  corrected, 
and  thenceforth  shall  be  conclusive.  '      • 

123.  Any  sum  may  be  allowed  by  a  general  meeting 
to  the  directors  for  their  remuneration,  and  with  or 
without  an  additional  payment  to  the  chairman. 

124.  The  remuneration  for  the  directors,  except  the 
additional  payment,  if  any,  to  the  chairman,  shall  be 
divided  between  them,  in  such  proportions  as  they  from 
time  to  time  determine.

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127.  Their  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  meeting,  but 
in  no  case  shall  be  less  than  £  10  a  year  for  each 
auditor. 

128.  They  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Company 
according  to  these  presents. 

129.  Any  occasional  vacancy  in  the  office  of  auditor 
shall  be  supplied  by  an  extraordinary  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose. 

130.  During  any  vacancy,  the  auditor  in  office  shall 
exercise  and  perform  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
auditors. 

131.  At  least  twenty-one  days  before  the  day  for 
every  ordinary  meeting  there  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
directors  to  the  auditors  the  half-yearly  accoimts  and 
balance  sheet,  to  be  produced  at  the  meeting,  and  the 
auditors  shall  receive  and  examine  the  same. 

132.  Within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  accounts 
and  balance  sheet,  the  auditors  shall  either  confirm  them, 
and  report  generally  thereon,  or,  if  they  do  not  see 
proper  to  confirm  them,  shall  report  specially  thereon, 
and  shall  deliver  to  the  directors  the  accounts  and 
balance  sheet,  with  the  auditors'  report  thereon. 

133.  Seven  days  before  every  ordinary  meeting  a 
printed  copy  of  the  accounts  and  balance  sheet,  audited, 
and  the  auditors'  report  thereon,  shall  be  sent  by  the 
directors  to  every  shareholder  resident  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  according  to  his  registered  address. 

134.  At  every  ordinary  meeting  the  auditors'  report 
shall  be  read  to  the  meeting,  with  the  directors'  report. 

135.  Throughout  the  year,  and  at  all  reasonable  times 
of  the  day,  the  auditors  shall  have  access  to,  and  in- 
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spection  of,  the  books  of  account  and  books  of  registry 
of  the  company,  with  such  assistance  by  clerks  and 
others,  and  such  facihties  as  the  auditors  reasonably 
require. 


Officers. 

136.  The  directors,  auditors,  members  of  the  local 
committee,  secretary,  and  other  officers,  shall  be  indem- 
nified by  the  Company  from  all  losses  and  expenses 
incurred  by  them  in  or  about  the  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  except  such  as  happen  from  their  own 
respective  wilful  act  or  default.

139.  An  officer  becoming  bankrupt  or  insolvent,  or 
publicly  compounding  with  his  creditors,  shall  there- 
upon be  disqualified  from  acting  as,  and  shall  cease  to 
be,  an  officer. 

140.  Provided  that,  until  an  entry  o^  the  disqualifica- 
tion be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the  directors,  his  acts  in 
his  office  shall  be  as  effectual  as  if  he  acted  as  a  qualified 
officer. 
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141.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  records,  books, 
and  papers  of  the  Company,  and  shall  allow,  between 
the  hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  twelve  at  noon, 
such  inspection  of  the  register  of  shareholders,  as  is 
provided  by  the  statute,  so  as  every  shareholder  or 
other  person,  before  inspecting  it,  sign  his  name  in  a 
book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

142.  The  secretary  shall  affix  the  seal  with  the 
authority  of  a  boar^,  and  in  the  presence  of  two  di- 
rectors, to  all  instruments  required  to  be  sealed,  and 
shall  countersign  all  such  instruments.  ' 

143.  A  temporary  substitute  for  the  secretary  may 
be  appointed  by  the  board,  and  the  acts  of  the  substi- 
tute so  appointed  shall  be  deemed  the  acts  of  the 
secretary.

144.  4,000  shares  shall  be  issued  as  fully  paid  up 
shares  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian  Company, 
iiccoi  ding  to  the  recited  articles  of  agreement. 

145.  The  4,000  shares  shall  be  forthwith  issued  to 
the  other  shareholders. 

-a;  146.  Every  share  shall  be  indivisible.  *■ 

147.  Transfers  of  shares  shall  only  be  effected  ac- 
cording to  the  statute. 

148.  A  parent  or  guardian,  committee,  husband, 
executor,  or  administrator,  respectively,  of  any  infant, 
lunatic,  idiot,  female,  or  deceased  shareholder,  shall  not 
as  such  be  a  shareholder. 
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149.  Any  such  parent,  guardian,  committee,  husband, 
executor,  or  administrator,  may  transfer  any  share  of 
the  infant,  lunatic,  idiot,  female,  or  deceased  shareholder 
respectively,  or  may  become  a  shareholder  in  respect 
thereof,  after  giving  to  the  secretary,  or  leaving  at  the

his  notice  of  intention  to  transfer,  either  purchase  the 
share  at  the  market  value  thereof  for  the  Company,  or 
procure  some  person  approved  by  the  directors,  to 
purchase  it  at  such  value,  and  take  a  transfer  thereof, 
or  in  default  of  their  so  doing,  the  proposed  transferee 
shall  be  deemed  expressly  approved  by  them.

162.  The  Dividends  shall  be  yearly. 
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163.  If  and  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  directors 
the  accruing  profits  of  the  Company  will  warrant  it, 
they  may  in  any  year  order  the  payment  of  a  stated 
amount  on  every  share,  in  the  nature  of  dividend,  on 
account  and  in  anticipation  of  the  dividend  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

164.  In  every  such  case  the  stated  amount  shall  be 
so  calculated  as  that  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  stated 
amounts  and  the  dividend  shaU  be  equal  and  shall  be 
equivalent  to  half-yearly  or  quarterly  dividends.  i 

165.  Every  such  dividend  on  account  shall  be  de- 
ducted out  of  the  then  next  dividend  declared,  and 
whether  or  not  the  persons  entitled  to  the  dividend 
declared  be  the  persons  to  whom  the  dividend  on 
account  was  paid.        •  > 

166.  Every  dividend  on  account,  forthwith  after  it 
is  ordered,  and  every  dividend  forthwith  after  it  is  de- 
clared, shall  be  paid  by  the  bankers  to  the  shareholders 
on  their  application  to  the  bankers  for  payment  thereof 
respectively. 

167.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  the  board  for  pay- 
ment of  dividends  by  the  bankers  in  Canada  to  share- 
holders resident  there.  > 

168.  Provided  that  when  any  shareholder  is  in  debt 
to  the  Company,  all  dividends  payable  to  him,  or  a 
sufiicient  part  thereof,  shall  be  applied  by  the  Company 
in  or  towards  satisfaction  of  the  debt. 

169.  The  Company  shall  have  a  first  and  permanent 
lien  and  charge  available  at  law  and  in  equity,  on  every

172.  All  calls  in  respect  of  shares  shall  be  made  at 
the  discretion  of  the  directors,  but  the  calls  on  the 
4,000  shares  not  issued  as  fully  paid  up  shall  be  made 
so  that  those  shares  shall  be  fully  called  up  and  payable 
on  or  before  Lady-day,  1860.  ' 

173.  A  call  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made  at  the  time 
when  the  resolution  authorising  it  was  passed  by  a 
board. 

174.  No  call  shall  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  value  of 
a  share,  or  be  made  mthin  three  months  of  a  previous 
call. 

176.  The  joint  holders  of  a  share  shall  be  severally 
as  well  as  jointly  liable  to  the  payment  of  all  calls  in 
respect  thereof. 

176.  Whenever  any  call  is  made,  thirty  days'  notice, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  payment  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  every  shareholder  liable  to  the  payment  thereof. 
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177.  After  seven  days  non-payment  of  any  call  in 
respect  of  any  share,  notice  of  the  call  shall  be  repeated,

179.  After  forty- two  days  non-payment  of  any  call, 
in  respect  of  any  share,  the  directors,  with  the  sanction 
of  a  general  meeting,  may  declare  the  share  forfeited, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Company.  . 

180.  When  any  person  entitled  to  claim  a  share  and 
not  having  entitled  himself,  according  to  these  presents, 
to  be  registered  as  the  holder  thereof,  fails  for  six 
months  after  being  thereunto  required  by  notice  from 
the  directors  so  to  entitle  himself,  the  directors  forth-

189.  Any  shares  may  be  purchased  by  the  directors 
for  the  Company,  from  any  persons  willing  to  sell  the 
same,  and  at  such  price  as  the  directors  think  rea- 
sonable. 

190.  Provided  that  the  directors  shall  not  expend 
in  the  purchase  of  shares  more  in  any  one  year  than 
£  2,000,  without  the  sanction  of  a  general  meeting.

197.  Whenever  any  differe  ace  arises  between  the 
Company  on  the  one  hand,  and  any  of  the  shareholders 
their  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  on  the 
other  hand,  touching  the  true  intent  or  construction, 
incidents  or  consequences  of  these  presents,  or  of  the 
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statute,  or  of  any  article  or  thing  in  these  presents,  or 
in  the  statute  contained  or  expressed,  or  touchinp:  any 
thing  to  be  done,  executed,  omitted,  or  suffered  in  pur- 
suance of  these  presents,  or  of  the  statute,  or  otherwise, 
relating  to  the  premises,  or  to  these  presents,  or  to 
the  statute,  or  to  any  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company, 
every  such  difference  shall  be  referred  to  the  arbitra- 
tion of  two  persons. 

198.  One  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  named  by  each 
of  the  parties  to  the  difference ;  and,  as  regards  any 
such  party,  whether  consisting  of  one  person  or  more 
persons  than  one. 

199.  The  directors  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
pany in  naming  one  of  the  arbitrators.

205.  The  arbitrators  and  the  umpire  respectively 
may,  if  they  and  he  respectively  think  fit,  make  several 
awards  instead  of  on(  award,  and  every  such  award 
shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  as  to  all  matters  to 
which  it  extends,  and  as  if  the  matter  awarded  on  were 
the  whole  matter  referred. 

206.  The  arbitrators  and  the  umpire  respectively 
shall  have  full  power  to  examine  the  books,  accounts, 
and  papers  of  the  Company  relating  1'  the  matter  in 
difference,  and  to  examine  the  parties  in  difference,  and 
their  respective  agents  and  witnesses  on  oath,  or  affir- 
mation, or  on  statutory  declaration  in  lieu  of  oati:, 
if  required  by  either  of  the  arbitrators,  or  by  the 
umpire.  • 

207.  The  submission  to  reference  hereby  made  may 
at  any  time  be  made  a  rule  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity 
on  the  apphcation  of  any  party  or  person  interested, 
and  the  court  may  remit  the  matter  to  the  arbitrators, 


or  to  tlie  umpire,  with  any  directions  the  court  think 
fit. 

208.  Full  effect  shall  be  given  under  the  Common 
Law  Procedure  Act,  1854,  and  every  or  any  other  Act 
from  time  to  time  in  force,  and  apphcable  in  that  behalf 
to  the  provisions  of  these  presents  touching  arbitration.
